Washington 
Field is requested to check for passport information and to 
submit letterhead memorandum. Once the travel information is 
resolved, the agent makes a determination as to whether the 
subject should be interviewed upon his return, In a number 

of cases, a reason will be furnished for not interviewing the . 
subject and the case closed. In so. doing, the agent may 
technically rely on a provision in 87D of tre Manual of In-

The September, 1962, adninistrative reports from 

all offices indicate that the total pending active aatters 

in classifications 65, 103 and 105 increased from 18,542 to 

18,927. Delinquent items increased from 1,516 to 1,638, The 

percentage of delinquent items increased from 8.1% to 8.6%.
